LASHP Trails is now live at lashp-trails.org! 


LASHP Trails is an experimental mobile website that shares site specific portraits about the past, present, and future of 
the neighborhoods around the Los Angeles State Historic Park. It also suggests playful, healthy activities for you to do 
along the way. 


Students from Franklin High School's Arroyo Seco Academy inspired the project through their design of urban trails 
starting at LASHP in late 2011. The students were exposed to the new Park by the Los Angeles Department of City 
Planning through a grant from the National Parks Service Rivers, Trails and Conservation Assistance (RTCA) program, 
devised as a means to engage the community with the Cornfield Arroyo Seco Specific (CASP) Plan. The project was 
designed specifically to encourage pedestrian and biking activity within the 650 acre specific plan area. 


The youth, realizing the historic significance of the Park, chose it to become the hub of an urban trail network that would 
connect Little Tokyo, the Grand entertainment corridor, historic Solano Canyon, Elysian Park, and Lincoln Heights 
highlighting historic, cultural, and recreational amenities along each route.

In collaboration with LA City Planning, the students, their parents, teachers, lawmakers, communitymembers, and the 
California Endowment discussed the possibility of formalizing this trail network. California State Parks and the UCLA 
Interpretive Media Laboratory (IMLab) were asked to develop a proposal to formalize this trail network.

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LASHP Trails currently offers three diverse trails: Park Rim, a 2.25 mile loop through four historic neighborhoods 
surrounding the Park; Pueblo-Chinatown, a flat 4 mile loop through the city’s birthplace; and Elysian Hills, a strenuous 
6.5 mile loop through the verdant, historic Elysian Hills. All three trails begin and end at Wellspring, a physically 
interactive sculpture made with recycled Park materials located below the historic North Broadway Bridge, at 1800 
Baker Street. 


LASHP Trails is the beginning of Trail City LA, a city-wide network of interconnected, community-authored walking trails.

On the Agenda this week: Union Station Master Plan, a Highland Park 99-Cents Store wants to sell beer, and budget 
committee in Arroyo Seco. It’s a good idea to check with organizations to find out if meeting items and times have been 
changed or postponed. Here are some of this week's upcoming meetings: 

Highland Park 

The Historic Highland Park Neighborhood Council has opposed a person-to-person license to sell beer, wine and 
distilled spirits at the 99 Cents Only Store. The council gave a number of reasons why its opposed to the selling of 
alcoholic beverages at the dollar store, one being a saturation of liquor licenses on York Boulevard (about 30), and the 
fact that the store is within 600 feet of two elementary schools. One of the more interesting bullet points to come out of 
the issue was a report from LAPD. Police provided a summary of two years of calls to the store in no particular order: 
Six incidents of Grand Theft Auto, shoplifting, two counts of felony vandalism, two of assaults with a deadly weapon, 
theft by trickery, burglary, battery and robbery.

HIGHLAND PARK — Will the Highland Park Starbucks - aka “The Most Depressing Starbucks in America" - go from 
sad to fab? We will find out soon. The York Boulevard store was recently shut down for renovations designed to 
address some of the criticism that was directed at the outlet after it opened last summer. 

Getting the necessary city permits and approvals took longer than expected, delaying the start of the renovation, 
according to a Starbucks official. The changes should be completed by the end of March. 

The company pledged to make several changes following stories in The Eastsider and other media sites: 

Additional storefront windows where customers order which will increase contact with employees. There will be one 
window to order and another to pick up. 

Relocating and screening the bathroom door 
Removing salvaged windows and installing roll-up doors 

Converting the planter in front to sidewalk seating and creating two pedestrian entrances of the sidewalk. 

Replacing the roll-up metal doors with two large recycled wood doors that slide barn door style. 

Enhancing the side patio experience through a trellis and lighting
